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County Commission Headed Back 
To Court Over Land Squabble 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, August 
11, 1980, at the courthouse in Elba, with 
all commissioners present. Present 
were Commissioners Gilmer Grant, Don 
Smith, Rex Boutwell, Max J. Reeves, 
Jack Hornsby and Bennie Beckham, 
along with Probate Judge James L. 
Sawyer, and Clerk Brunease Winston, 


The meeting's first order of business 
was to open bids on cutting the 
right-of-way along county roads in 
Districts 3 and 4. The only bid was from 
Danny Hughes for $90 per mile. Since 
only one bid was received, the 
Commission negotiated with Mr. 
Hughes, and a final figure of $75 per 
mile was agreed on, with a guarantee of 
200 miles of work. 


A letter from the Department of 
Revenue was passed out, and it 
reported that an Ad Valorem Tax 
Division staff met on July 15 to discuss 
new recommendations to be presented 
to the Revenue Commissioner and 
established the minimum staffing of the 
office. The new requirements include 
(1)’- one full-time appraiser for each 
county and one additional appraiser for 
each additional 12,500 parcels, (2) - one 
mapper for each 25,000 parcels, and (3) 
- one full-time clerk, with one additional 
clerk for each additional 10,000 parcels. 
Salaries were left up to the county. 


The Commission approved a request 
by Judge Sawyer that 4 employees from 
his office be authorized to attend a 
seminar for Implementing Staggered 
Registration System on August 20, in 
Ozark. 


A letter from the Department of 
Public Health informed the Commission 
about new minimum standards of 
landfills, and stated Coffee County's 
landfill would be inspected in the 1981 
fiscal year. The advance notice was to 
give the county time to dig the three 
wells now required at landfills. 


The jail report on the county jail was 
released, and it noted a jail population 
of 33, which is well below the capacity of 
42 inmates. In the report, the county 


Supreme C 
Hearings 


A civil lawsuit that was predicted to 
“make law"’ or be a landmark case in 
Alabama has been returned to the 
Coffee County Circuit Court this week 
by the Alabama Supreme Court. The 
return was for removal of a defendent 
who was classified a co-worker and 
**must be remanded for a new trial on 
the issue of damages only."’ 

The suit arose from a fire at Dorsey 
Trailers in 1977 where several men were 
burned. The flash fire occured inva new 
trailer being finished up at the plant. 
The suit contended hazardous materials 
(highly flammable glue) were used, 
endangering the workers. 

Circuit Judge Terry Butts, who 
heard the case, ‘'sitting without a 
jury,’ said Wednesday morning he had 
only received a copy of the Supreme 
Court ruling that morning and had not 
had time to read the opinion and know 
what was required. 

The Supreme Court judges were 
divided in their opinion with three of the

A letter from the Retirement Sys- 
tems of Alabama noted that, in 
accordance with Act 80-808, expense 
allowances for county commissioners, 
and travel allowances, are to be 
considered salary for all commissioners 
clected after May 28, 1980. 


The Commission discussed priorities 
cf road repair when state gasoline funds 
increase, due to the recent 4 cents per 
gallon tax hike. Acting Engineer Tim 
Hornsby stated it would be October 
before the increase in funds would 
actually be received, and asked the 
Commission when they wanted the 
roadwork to begin. The Commission 
told Hornsby to work up estimates on 
the various projects and to report back. 


The Commission received paper 
work from the State Highway Depart- 
ment, showing the proposed route of 
the new ‘‘connector road”’ to be built in 
Elba. The road, or by-pass, will connect 
Highways 189 South - 84 West - 189 
North - 87 North - and 125 (Brundidge 
Highway). 


Members of the G.S. Kelley family 
were back before the Commission, and 
Mr. Travis Kelley stated, ‘We would 
like to get our right-of-way conflict 
settled, and find out why the county 
built a road through my father’s estate. 
This issue has been causing trouble for 
years, and I feel like we got the shaft!"’ 


The problem apparently started 
back in 1967 when the county construct- 
ed a road through the G.S. Kelley 
estate. Mr, Kelley had died and left his 
estate (approximately 80 acres) to his 14 
children. However, the county went to 
Mr. Kelley's widow and she signed a 
right-of-way deed. The county then 
constructed the road through the estate. 
Mr. Kelley's children now contend the 
county had no right to build the road, 
because Mrs, Kelley had no legal right 
to the property, and her signature was 
of no importance because only the 14 


justices contending the entire case 
should be reversed and a 1978 opinion 
by the court declared a 1975 law 
unconstitutional should itself be 
reversed. The 1975 law said that when 
an accident occured at work, workmen's 
compensation benefits are all the 
benefits a person can collect, and they 
cannot sue fellow workers or the 
employer. In 1978 this was ruled 
unconstitutional. The Dorsey case 
extends for the first time this right to 
suc and now cooperate officers may also 
be sued and their insurance carrier held 
liable, according to the opinion of the 
Supreme Court.

“Apparently our back has beer 
pushed against the wall,"’ answered 
Kelley, ‘‘and we will go as far as we 
have to, to see that justice is done. That 
deed is not worth the paper it is written 
on." 


“If you think you've been wronged, 
take it to court,’’ said Rowe, ‘That's 
the only alternative. 1 don’t think the 
Commission can go back and pay for 
land,”’ 


Mr. James Kelley told the Commis- 
sion, ‘I think y'all, as commissioners, 
should stand on your own two feet. I 
hate for the taxpayers to have to go to 
court and waste their money.”’ 


“If we go to court," said Travis 
Kelley, ‘‘we will seek enough money to 
cover all our expenses and troubles. 
We'll seek payment for both the land 
and the use of the land for the past 13 
years. What will happen if we close the 
road?"’ 


**You'll be in a mess of trouble,”’ 
answered Rowe. 


The Commission explained it could 
not pay for the land until it is proven to 
be legal, and then went into executive 
session to discuss someone’s ‘‘good 
name.’’ However, more was discussed 
than a ‘‘good name,’’ because when the 
public was allowed back in the meeting, 
the Commission had a large book of 
right-of-way deeds, and declared they 
had found the deed and could not 
compensate the family for the land. 


The court, however, wrote, 
**...while we find the evidence sufficient 
to support award of punitive damages in 
the direct actions, the judgments in the 
derivative actions by spouses cannot 
include punitive damages."’ This is 
interpreted by legal minds to mean that 
the injured men could get punitive (or 
punishment) damages, but the wives of 
the men could get ‘‘only damages for 
loss of services.”’ 

The six men and their wives 
received a total of 7.5 million dollars, 
ranging from two million for the most 
severely burned down to $75,000 for one 
with hair burns plus about $350,000 for 


Utility “Board Votes To 
Water Lines 


The Elba Water and Eleciric Board 
met Tuesday night with all members 
present and voting except Councilman 
Jimmy Wise. 

The board yoted unanimously to 
proceed with final drawings and adver- 
tising for bids on a water line expansion 
project projected to cost about $300,000. 
The expansion will extend city water to 
areas on the New Brockton Highway, 
Samson Highway, and Troy Highway. 
Several other areas under consideration 
have been postponed while board 
members and engineers work with 
government officials to iron out prob- 
lems With funding the project. The 
project approved Tuesday night will be 
funded with a long term 5% Farmer's 
Home Administration loan. 

City water will be installed out the 
New Brockton Highway to service all 
the McCall's Store area and to Richburg 
(Week's Bridge Road). It will go down 
the Samson Highway to J. C.. Wright's 
Store and back down to the city limits 
at Donald Stewart’s home. The Troy 
Highway will be served to the bridge at 
Pea Creek. 

Extension of water lines to the 
Stinson Community, Lee Community, 
up the Brundidge Highway and several 
other short lines was held up due to the 


high cost of installing the system and 
the refusal of the federal government to 
approve any grant money for the 
project. Board officials said they 
planned to keep working with ‘the 
feds"’ in hopes of getting the money. 

In other action the board praised the 
efforts of board member Cleo Hawkins 
for his efforts to keep the monthly 
purchases down to less than $4,000 and 
continue to make necessary repairs. 

Jerry Brunson, of Enterprise, re- 
presenting the Gibson Foundation, was 
present at the request of the board. He 
reported that the Foundation was 
interested in funding the equipment for 
flouriding the water in Elba. This had 
been done several years ago, but the 
equipment had been removed, and the 
board members said they were not 
aware of this until it was brought to 
their attention by Dr. James Clay. 

The board voted to proceed imme- 
diately with replacing the equipment 
and getting the flouride back into the 
city water. 

Information given to board members 
indicated only 17 accounts, totaling 
$228.31 were late with their payment; 7 
meters had been pulled for bills totaling 
$351.91; and S returned checks totaling 
$335.60 would be turned over to the

“The atomic bomb will go 
off, and I speak as an expert 
in explosives," Admiral 
Leahy predicted flatly in 
early 1945, No doubt this 
famed authority wishes he 
had never said these words. 

There has been a great 
deal about a 3,000-mile high- 
angle rocket,’’ proclaimed 
Dr. Vannevar Bush, a few 
years ago, ‘but in my 
opinion such a thing is 
impossible for many years."’ 
Since then, men have walked 
on the moon! 

The aviation pioneer, 
Octave Chanute, predicted 
“Airplanes will eventually 
be fast, they will be used in 
Sport, but they are not to be 
thought of as commercial 
carriers."' Today we have 
jumbo jets carrying hundreds 
daily.

NEMATODES 

About the last 10 days of 
August is an excellent time 
to check peanut and corn 
fields for nematodes, Luic in 
the growing season the type 
and number of nematodes 
can be more easily deter: 
mined, 

In your peanuts, corn and 
soybeans where you think 
you might have a problem go 
ahead and get a sample and 
send to the laboratory. The 
agribusiness firms have the 
supplies for taking the 
samples, and we also have 
them here at the office. 

A nematode sample 
should be taken a day or two 
after a rain, and the samples 
should be taken from 
underneath the row. In a 
10-acre field get a table- 
spoonful or so of soil in about 
10 locations. Place the soil in 
a plastic freezer type bag and 
then place in a_ shipping 
carton. Don't let your 
nematode sample dry out 
before mailing. Mail early in 
the week. 


PEACH BORER 

We have several hundred 
peach and plum growers in 
Coffee County. These are not 
commercial growers, but a 
lot of people have a few 
trees. You can't be suc- 
cessful with peaches or 
plums unless you control the 
peach tree borer. We 
recommend that you spray 3 
times for the peach tree 
borer beginning now and 
spray at three-week  in- 
tervals. 

We recommend Thiodan 
or Lorsban, I think the 
Lorsban is more effective and 
I hope you will be able to get 
some at your supply place. 

Spray the entire trunk of 
the tree to the extent that 
some collects around the 
base of your tree. Spray this 
week if you can and then the 
first of September and about 
the 20th of September.

Dry Wentiver Savains 
Water Supplies 


Extended droughts cause 
many problems for farmers 
in our area. Crops suffer, 
pasture and hayland pro- 
duction drops, streams dry 
up, and livestock suffer from 
the heat. Ihave visited many 
farms this summer where 
some type of supplemental 
water supply is needed. If 
your pasture is served by a 
Stream that dries up during 
dry weather, you need to 
plan the best type of water 
facility for you. You have 
several choices--a well, dug 
pond, earthfill pond or a 
spring development. 

Adequate water supply is 
a must during hot, dry 
weather, A full grown brood 
cow will consume in excess of 
20 gallons of water each day 
during these hot days, and it 
does not take much arith- 
metic to see that a 100 cow 
herd will drink a lot of water. 
A deep well is the most 
dependable source of water 
as long as your motor works 
and the electricity is on. If 
you have a strong spring that 
never dries during extended 
drought conditions you may 
want to simply develop the 
spring for optimum flow and 
construct a trough or storage 
tank for your cows. This is 
the least costly method of 


providing water to your 
livestock. However, some 
farms are not fortunate 


enough to have strong flow- 
ing spring, but may have a 


a wet area or ina place where 
there is good clay and a 
spring that usually runs, The 
yond is usually inex- 
pensive and provides some 
storage of water to carry 
through drought periods. 
Some fish can be put in these 
yonds for recreation but 
usualy this is catfish and less 
than 1000 in number. 

The most desirable type 
pond is the earthfill or dam 
type pond. This is simply a 
dam or earth embankment 
constructed across a natural 
draw or drain to capture and 
hold a certain depth of water. 
A pipe is used to control 
water depth and to release 
excess water. The ideal site 
in Coffee County is a stream 
bottom (without a large 
watershed or acres flowing 


duy 


into the area) with clay soil 
close to the surface and not 
too broad or wide. This 
combination will allow for a 
low cost pond that will 
produce water and recreation 
for the family. The average 
dam type ponds in Coffee 
County will cost from $4,000 
to $10,000; as you can see 
they are not cheap, A pond 
does add value to the land, 
and this cost is easily re- 
trieyed if the property is 
solid, so it is a good 
investment in most cases. 

If you are interested in 
constructing a pond on your 
land, contact your local Soil 
Conservation Service Office 
for further information and 
assistance in planning your 
water needs.

The total damage 
suffered by farmers could 
reach into the millions of 
dollars. 

Day said the 1980 farm 

um authorizes disaster 
payments to help farmers 
whose crops are severely 
damaged by weather condi- 
tivtis stich as drought, flood 
and hail, 

“Farmers should file for 
disaster payments while 
evidence of the damaged 
crop is present,’’ he said, 
“and notify us before 
destroying the crops or 
replanting to other crops. 

Feed grain _— farmers 
whose crop yield is less than 
60 percent of the established 
yield may receive payments 
on production losses below 
60 percent. Upland cotton 
farmers may receive pay- 
ments on production losses 
below 75 percent. 

To be eligible for pay- 
ments, farmers must have 
filed an accurate acreage 
report with ASCS, Mr. Day 
said. The county committee 
must verify that the produc- 
tion loss was caused by 
disaster,

MILDEW 
Are you having mildew 
problems? If you live in 


Southeast Alabama, chances 
are you have mildew in your 
home. It really likes our 
muggy summer weather, 
especially if you close your 
house for a week or two while 
on vacation. 

Mildew is caused by 
molds that are in the air all 
the time. At certain times, 
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especially summer months, 
they grow quicker and we 
notice them. 

Keep closets, dresser 
drawers, basements, any 
place where mildew is likely 
to grow as clean as possible. 
Soil on articles can supply 
food for mildew to start 
growing when moisture and 
temperature are right. 
Greasy films, such as those 
that form on kitchen walls, 
also contain many nutrients 
for mildew organisms. 

Clean clothing is less 
likely to mildew than soiled 
clothing. Because most 
manmade fibers, such as 
acetate, acrylic, polyester, 
and nylon are resistant to 
mildew, clean fabrics of 
these fibers won't supply 
mold growth. But soil even 
on these fabrics may supply 
food to start mildew. 
Thorough cleaning of all 
soiled fabrics, regardless of 
the kind of fiber in them, 
may help prevent mildew. 


EXPIRATION DATES 

Milk bought on the 
expiration date shown on the 
carton may be expected to 
keep its quality and good 
flavor for a least four more 
days if stored in the 
refrigerator's coldest area. 

Uniform regulations re- 
quiring the use of expiration 
dates assure a reasonable 
keeping time for milk and 
dairy products after their 
purchase. The _ expiration 
date is merely an indicator of 
the last date for selling the 
milk. It doesn’t indicate the 
milk is spoiled or will spoil 
soon, 

However, because milk is 
a perishable food, care is 
needed in both storage and 
handling. Keep it clean, cold 
and covered at all times. Buy 
milk last in the grocery and 
carry it home to refrigerate 
immediately.

Ralph L. Brunson Tours Egypt 
With YMCA 


Recently Ralph L. Brun- 
son, General Executive of the 
Metropolitan Nashville 
YMCA, son of the late Frost 
and Kate Brunson, brother to 
brother ,to Mercer and. 
Forrest Brunson, shared the 
sponsoring of a Nashville 


| YMCA Tour of teenagers and 


parents through most of 


| Egypt. 


The tour was an Interna- 
tional Goodwill venture by 
the YMCA over seventeen 
days and covered almost the 
entire length of the Nile, 
visiting Egypt's leading 
cities: Cairo, Luxor, Aswan, 
Memphis and Alexandria. It 
is hoped that this is the first 
of future trips to be 
conducted by the ‘‘Y’s’’ 
International Division. 

According to Brunson, 
“At Kennedy International 
Airport we boarded an Alia 
Royal Jordanian 747 plane 
headed for Ammon, Jordan 
ona ten hour non-stop flight. 
Enroute we overflew 
England and many central 
European Countries, seeing 
clearly from our windows - 
Glasgow (Scotland), Amster- 
dam (Neatherland), the 
Aegean and Black Seas, 
Greece, Turkey, the Mediter- 
ranean, Cyprus, Syria, 
Beirut and Damascus before 
landing in Ammon, Jordan. 

Upon arriving at Ammon, 
we got the feeling that we 
were immediately thrust into 
a war zone. Soldiers with 
helmets, guns and shining 
bayonets met the plane, 
stood at all entrances of the 
airport and made their pre- 
sence seen and felt. From the 
plane we boarded a bus to 
the Airport where we just 
had to feel our way, learning 
what to do and where to go. 
We had no knowledgeable 
guide at this point as our 
organizer and nativve Mid- 
eastern guide had come an 
earlier and awaiting our 
arrival in Cairo, 

Since we had several 
hours to wait before boarding 
the plane to Cairo, we were 
directed to another Lobby 


| where we really got the 


*‘feel’’ of being in the Arabic 
world. The people in vast 
numbers (almost all Arabs) 
and the yarieties of dress, 
the conversations, apparent 
anxieties, roughness of 
security personnel were all 
an eyeopener to us. We had 
never seen anything like it! If 
this is it, what next! 

We sensed maybe there 
were no trains, buses or 
automobiles and everyone 
had to travel by plane. That 
was the chase somewhat but 
we realized later that many 
of the passengers (Islams) 
were enroute to Cairo and 
other cities where they were 
to begin the first day of the 
Religious Fasting Period 
(The Ramadan) where all 
Islamics would fast for one 
month from sun-up to sun- 
down, not drinking or eating 
anything after sundown - 
then celebrate all night - 
which they seemed to do. 
Humorously, someone com- 
mented that they would eat 
what they wanted, face East 


- and say, ‘‘Allah!"’ 


I learned seriously the 
real purpose of Ramadan and 
became appreciative of its 
cause. Was told that the Fast 
was to give everyone an 
understanding of how it felt 
to be hungry and poor - even 
for just a part of the day. 
Being a Southern Baptist and 
never having fasted or been 
deprived ot any tood because 
of religious reasons, I still 
could relate to the purpose 
and appreciate their faithful- 
ness in the observance. It did 
have real purpose and 
meaning. However, 1 did 
wonder the lasting effect. 

After several hours of 
almost unbearable heat and 
stuffiness in an extremely 
over-crowded, untidy Air- 
port, we finally boarded our 
same 747 for Cairo. It would

have been just wonderful had 
we been allowed to stay 
aboard the air-conditioned 
plane rather than languish- 
ing most uncomfortably in 
the dismal section of the 
Terminal assigned to us. 

On take-off, we were 
informed that we had to back 
track over Damascus, Beirut 
and even Cyprus (several 
hundred miles), again avoid- 
ing overflying Israel. This 
did not set too well with us, 
but we just had to recognize 
that wars had been fought 
during the past few years 
and tensions were still high. 

On arriving at Cairo 
Airport we had our first real 
experience of , entering 
another country, using our 
passport, filling out more 
papers and doing all the 
things necessary for 
Customs. After about three 
hours, including a long delay 
with our bags, we finally 
boarded the GAZ Touring 
Agency Bus we were to use 
in both of our stays in Cairo. 
We arrived at our Fontanna 
Hotel for room assignments 
and an 11:00 p.m. dinner 
(the fourth meal within a 22 
hour period since we left 
New York - all at such odd or 
ridiculous hours). 

Most rooms did not have 
air conditioners or fans but at 
that time of the night breezes 
from the Sahara Desert and 
over the Nile were good 
through the open windows on 
the fifth floor. The only 
problem was that the 
Islamics were ‘‘kicking off’’ 
their first day of the 
Ramadan Fast and celebra- 
tions continued until 3:00 
a.m. with heavy traffic below 
my window and the un- 
ceasing ‘‘Beep-Beep’’ from 
the. small cars. A loud 
speaker continued for hours 
with singing, reading from 
the Koran, prayers and 
seemingly anything else to 
keep us awake. They did not 
realize we had gone almost 
40 hours without any sleep, 
were suffering from ‘‘Jet 
Lag’’, and were scheduled to 
get up at 7:00 a.m. the next 
day to begin our tour of the 


Pyramids, Oblisks, 
Sphinxes, Cario Museum 
and many other interesting 
sights! 

After going through 


Customs last night, having a 
midnight dinner (two nights 
in a row), and getting 
“squared away’ in. our 
Hotel, we got another partial 
night’s sleep. 

Then the beckoning call 
to an early Continental 
Breakfast of hot tea, roll, 
jelly, boiled egg and Cran- 
berry Juice got us on balance 
again after several heavy 
meals, 

Our tour of historical 
sights got underway in full 
force with our capable guide 
and expert bus driver taking 
us to Memphis where we saw 
entombed an enorous, gro- 
tesque statue of Ramases II. 
We were told that the tall 
statue of the King located in 
the Center of Cairo, carried 
in any series of post cards, 
also came from Memphis. 
The building and grounds 
contained many other 
statues, sphinzes, oblisks 
and other artifacts dating 
back to many centuries 
Before Christ. 

“From Memphis, we 
journeyed to the Pyramids 
(the Gizas) and many 
adjoining and related sites 
such as unearthed rooms, 
columns, ancient civilizations 
in hieroglyphics (Egyptian 
writings on the walls in sign 
language). 

Following lunch we 
climbed up and up, step after 
step, bending over inside one 
of the biggest of the Giza 
pyramids, where the Kings 
and Queens were buried and 
mummified. The enorimity of 
the Pyramids, the counuess 
stones each contained, and 
the precision with which each 


was desinged and laid 
thousands of years ago just 
boggles the mind. This day 
was the beginning of an 


amazing two weeks tour of . 


Egypt, walking where the 
ancient Egyptian Kings 
walked and ruled 5,000 years 
ago. 

The highlight of the day 
was the camel ride for our 
entire group with pyramids 
and sphinxes in the back- 
ground. I had a pretty active 
camel. He even ran with me 
holding on for dear life. With 
the ‘‘Sheik's’’ headdress and 
the camels’ abilities to run, 
the group had fun! 

From the Pyramids we 
boarded our bus and visited a 
Papyrus Garden paper. (You 
will recall that the ancient 
Egyptians were the first to 
invent paper from Papyrus). 
We also toured an adjoining 
shop where highly trained 
artists were doing all sorts of 
Egyptian art work on the 
finished Papyrus and selling 
them as souvenirs. Just had 
to buy one for my wife, but 
do not know how to describe 
it. Then I broke down and 
bought ten for the ladies at 
the office. Each depicted in 
beautiful blue the Phoenix 
Bird, the symbol of the 
Pyramids. With each I 
‘attached a page describing 
the Phoenix and also 
Papyrus. They were ll 
elated. 

On our return to Cairo we 
noted the countless canals 
leading for miles from the 
Nile River. All were designed 
to irrigate the land which 
produced four crops in all 
seasons of the year. Every 
few hundred yards there was 
a pumping station that 
seemed to operated con- 
tinuously pumping water 
from the canals, or tri- 
butaries into the plowed 
land, watering the freshly 
planted fields or the growing 
crops. The pumps, or water 
wheels, interestingley were 
operated or powered by 
anyting from camels, cows, 
burros and mules to elec- 
tricity. In many cases the 
animals were blindfolded as 
they walked in circles pulling 
a pole that turned a 
waterwheel (Like our 
Southern Cane Mill used for 
making syrup). I assumed 
this was to eliminate mono- 
tony or dizziness for the 
“best of burden.”’ 

Someone remarked, 
“Egypt is a gift of the Nile.’ 
Truer words were never 
spoken as Egypt without the 
life giving waters of the Nile 
would still be a total desert. 
Its over 42,000,000 people 
live along the Nile for over 
600 miles, the entire length 
of the country, and are 
sustained by it in its 
multitudinous farms, homes, 
factories, and businesses. 
Cario receives four inches of 
rain a year during a two week 
period. Other cities (not to 
mention the Sahara Desert) 
along the Nile never get any 
rain. Too, the temperature in 
July and August ranges from 
9S to 110 degrees. 

Our second day ended 
with a journey back through 
the crowded 6,000,000 popu- 
lation city of Cairo. Its hustle 
and bustle and the ‘‘beep’’, 
“‘beep’’ of thousands of 
small cars jamming the 
streets was even worse than 
New York, London, Paris or 
Tokyo, but with a distinct 
atmosphere and flavor 
unique to Egypt."’
